Professor F. Clarke Discusses 
Racial Questions at jRoyal 
Empire Society 

"Tho only lesson that South Africa 
haB to offers In the solution of any 
other nation's racial (juRstlon la o 
lesson of things not to do," claimed 
Professor F. Clarke, apeaJtlns at p 
inoheon of the Koyal Empire So- 
"clety In the Windsor Hotel yesterday 
Professor Clarice began his address 
hy giving a few statistics regarding 
the area and population of South 
Africa. The Union of South Africa, he 
said, Is about two-thirds the size of 
the province of Quebec, - and has n 
population ' approximately three- 
fourths that of the Dominion. In 
natural resources Nature has been 
considerably loss generous than In 
the case of our country.- 
Many Opinions 
There exists, said the speaker, a 
mass of diverse opinions on the great 
national question brought about by 
two distinct races occupying the same 
territory. He was able to distinguish', 
however, two main , lines of thought 
on the problem. First, there are 8<^me 
"Who favour ségrégation or duality 
Second, thero are those who consider 
tliat the attitude if the native whites 
toward tho Blacks should Ijo .one of 
trusteeship. 

Those favouring segregation claim 
that It is possible for each race to 
v.-orit out Its own respective' destiny

Regarding - trusteeship, it Is found 
when examined, to amount to domin- 
ation. Tho condescending altrulsitt of 
this point of view Is expressed by tho 
swuggor of Its adherents, i^ja ' 
Fear CaSSSj^^ 
■- Concerning the attitude on tho part 
of the Whites, cspcelajly tho poorer 
classes ot tbnm, towards tho Nogroos 
fear Is found to bo the underlying 
fabtbr. It Is claimed by some that the 
Negro with his Inferior standard of 
living Is a monac« to the AVhItr 
worker. Others, are nfi-uid that, ns he 
gains In education, tho White artisan 
will no longer bo able to compete with 
him on a basis ot skill. Tho Dutch 
farmer feels that ho Is in danger of 
being pushed , off the land by hlf 
black compoitltor.. 

Co-operative 'spirit Needed 

Neither of those methods of grap- 
pling with tho problem will succeed, 
said the speaker. Nor, ho added, will 
any other method, until a broader 
spirit of 8ympa:tliy and partnership 
prevails .am(ihg tho native Whites.

"Tho Ilfo story of Georg Kalncr la as 
unconventional anil Intorcsllng us his 
works. Ho was born In 1878, a sickly, 
hypersensitive child, a bundio ot 
nerves,; predestined to' suffer. After 
on uncongenial apprenticeship In his 
father's business In Magdeburg he 
spent threo years In Buenos Aires 
whore ho contracted malaria' which 
held him In Its clutches for eight 
years. Ho wrote his first play at 
twenty-five, published It at thirty and 
had it performed at thirty-five, a re- 
markable Instanco of Indomitable por- 
sovoranco. 

All tho timo ho was desperately poor, 
overwhelmed with debt, often reaching 
the very limit of physical endurance 
when further borrowing had bccomo 
Impossible. -Ho might very well have 
starved, as no doubt many a hotter 
man had starved before him, ore ho 
could give us tho.fulnpss of |ils genius. 
Luckily his soul seemed rtyetted to his 
very ^ones and he lived to, see tho day 
when stage and binéma vled'wlth each 
other to make him rich beyond his 
wildest dreams. Ho was then nearly 
forty, an ago at which wisdom of some 
kind oomes to most men. Not so in 
the case ot Georg Kaiser who Was only 
beginning to startlo the world. ..^ 
Playwright Arrested 

Llko a boll from tho bluo came tho 
nows thot tho popular playwright had 
been arrested for embezzlement. While 
admitting tho truth 'bf the charge he 
pleaded that as a pbSt hè stood outside 
the common order of things, that who- 
ever had created much sho-jld thereby 
be exompled from ijunlahment. Ono 
ot tho high spots In his plaidoyer Wf-o 
the Words: "I must bo able to butchoj- 
my children It I have faith In myself. 
Tho court was no doubt slartlofi us 
well It might bo, but It condemned 
Kaiser nevertheless to a lei-m ot Im- 
prisonment. 

Ho found comfort In tho reflection: 
"I am sorry for my fellow authors as 
my prison experience gives mo An ad- 
vantage o.ver th'em". This disregard of 
tho conventional and his courage to 
pu-suo his thought to Us cruellest ulti- 
mate conclusion characterizes much of 
his work. 

Prolific Author

dramas to his credit: farces, comedies, 
problem plays and tragedies. All Is 
grist that comes to his mill: -ancient
